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At 4;05 P.B., May 14, 1965, Janes Weldon, Intern^ 
R^ctmlty Division, Dapartnant ot Justice, telephonically advised 
Section Chief W, *• Wannall that Departnent did not desire that 
1 lavestlKatlon be conducted under the Heutrallty Statutes looking 
toward prosecution of the Individuals Involved lor violation of 
Title 18, Section 960, U.S. Code, which deals with organizing - 
expedition in this country* '' 

Weldon advised, however, that the Departnent was 
interested in preventing the departure of these Individuals fr« 

I Puerto Rico and requested that wo furnish the Inlbrnatlon in this 
natter to Custons so that Custons could take appropriate action 
to prevent their departure. It was pointed out to Weldon that 
the Inlomation in this natter had been furnished to Custons 
\as well as to all other interested agencies and that Weldon night 
desire to contact Custons directly. Weldon indicated he would 
>ntRct Customs snd would confirm the Depsrtmeiit’s declslojx In 
writing.
